Pressure Groups At Work 


Tho renult has been increasing 
‘organisation and pressure from 
the ‘people, making itself felt, 
notthrough the White House, but 
in independent sroups. A dozen

People are 
rallying to get the Roosevelt-Tru- 
man Measures through Gongross. 

When Congress for months hai 
failed to vote yen or may on hia 
programme Truman made an 
urgent tadio plen  4o voters to 
force their representatives to act. 
This gesture faded, and it is not 
likely he will try it again, 

- His attitude now seema to be n 
narrow, legalistic approach to the 
President’s responsibilities, and 
one does not expect him in the 
fulure to sixe above them to true 
londership, : 

Lacking tho drama and clo- 
quence of his predecessor, but 
schooled. in amnll-time and big- 
time politics, Truman has relied 
on the mere etalement of his case 
or on personal contact.

Gallup polls showed that in the 
first months of hig Presidency, 
Truman reached helghts of popu- 
larity greater even than Roo- 
egvelt. ; i 

Although most observers knew 
this popularity was a close cousin 
to pure sympathy, they thought it 
would have a conercte effect in 
unifying the nation and carrying 
reconversion forward. Everyon 
accepted the motto Truman him- 
cclf sugacated: “Don't ahoot the 
pinnist—he’s doing his best." 

While his personal popularity 
ago mon is undjminished, his 
prestige declines, For various 
reasons there {3 Iittle doubt he 
will be ronominated as Democra- 
tie candidate in 1948, but most ob- 
servers believe that a strong man 
like Stassen could defeat him. 

‘Attor a few widelyacriticised 

holiday excursions ho hos sottled 
down conselentiously, and his per- 
sonal bearing and modesty, .nin- 
cerity and industry win praise 
from all sides. 
_ His official family: seems avell 
sottled. Of the Cabinet. only two

Some patients have not got the 
natural resources required to- keop 
tho enemy at bay. But jin any 
cage, rest, slecp, food, sun, and alr 
will ‘alwnyg be tho first needs. 


Great Advances 


Of course, the best way to root 
out tuberculosis is to prevent the 
disense before it has begun. * Very 
grent advances have come jn the 
past five years.” 

TB. is an infectious disease. 
People can catch it from con 
panions who have nob the slightest 
idoa that they are infectious. 

By mats-radiography of hun-

The -Ranee contends that the 
Rajah died on May 8, 1909, at 
the age of 25 and that his body 
was borne. in a public proces- 
sion afterward and burned at 
Darjeeling, The Rance petition- 
ed the court to declare’ her: a 
widow and thus entitled ta the 
income of a demain as large as 
England, ' ~ 

The man who, says he is the 
Rajah claims ‘that he was car- 
ried to the cremation grounds 
and Iain on a funeral pyre, .but 
a sudden monsoon squall dis- 
persed the mourners before the 
torch was applied. The rain, he 
said, revived him and he was 
romoyed, finally, by a band of 
fakirs. He alleges that he then 
wandered around ‘India for 12 
years, suffering from loss of 
Peed | but in 1921 he return- 
ed to lls estate to reclaim his 
wife and ‘title. : 

Some members of the Rajah'’s 
family have stated that they re- 
cognize him, but the Ranee 
maintains that he is not her 
husband. The case reaches the 
Council after 25 years of legal 
fights in Indla during which

_Amorican army air force flicr who was shot down on a 
mission from the China Theatre. ee 


The — officer is  Maj.-Gen. 
Haruo Fukuchi, who was Chief- 
of-Staff for Licut.-Gen, Tanaka, 
commanding the 23rd Army and 
former military governor of 
Hong Kong. During Tannka‘s 
absence, Fukuchi was Acting 
Commander of the Colony at 
the time of the airman’s trial 
and his subsequent execution 
while tied to a small cross. 

An interpreter and two army’ 
sergeants were brought’ with 
the Major-General as witnesses. 

The American victim was 
Maj, David Houck, and he waar 
executed by a firing squad 
while kneeling on the round 
with his arms bound to a amall
